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WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The  North 
American  Air  Defense  Command  reported 
that  Communist  China  launched  its  second 
satellite  into  space  at  7:15  a.m.  EST 
Wednesday  and  that  the  satellite  was  being 
tracked  by  U.S.  radars. 

The  satellite  was  reported  launched  from 
the  Shuang-Cheng-Tzu  facility  in  central 
China,  where  the  Chinese  sent  their  first 
satellite  into  earth  orbit  last  April  25. 

NORAD  said  a U.S.  Navy  fighter  pilot  in 
Southeast  Asia  spotted  the  fire  trailing 
from  the  satellite  launch  rocket. 

There  was  no  mention  in  NORAD’s 
four-paragraph  announcement  whether  the 
satellite  was  broadcasting  any  radio  signals 


back  to  earth.  The  first  Chinese  satellite 
broadcast  a tape  recording  of  the 
revolutionary  song  “The  East  Is  Red.” 

The  latest  satellite  was  said  to  be 
orbiting  the  earth  once  every  106  minutes 
with  a maximum  altitude  of  1,118  miles 
and  minimum  altitude  of  167  miles.  It  gave 
no  other  details  about  the  satellite’s  orbit. 

U.S.  officials  believe  that  at  this  point 
the  Chinese  are  still  involved  in  space 
strictly  for  research,  and  that  their 
satellites  have  no  military  capability. 

Both  of  the  world’s  two  great  space 
powers,  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United 
States,  use  satellites  both  for  scientific 
exploration  and  for  military  observation.

The  First  Presidency,  issuing  a statement 
in  view  of  public  concern  for  the  project, 
maintained  its  ruling  came  after  “several 
years”  a feasibility  studies  that  indicated 
no  other  workable  conclusions. 

“After  the  matter  had  been  thoroughly 
studied,  it  was  clear  that  a remodeled 
facility  using  the  Stake  Tabernacle  would 
be  wholly  inadequate  for  current  needs  and 
the  cost  of  remodeling  would  be 
prohibitive.”  Hope  for  the  edifice’s  use  as  a 
Church  Information  Visitor  Center 
blackened  because  the  freeway  bypassing 
Coalville  proper  put  the  town  a bare  45 
minutes  away  from  Salt  Lake  City. 

“Reasons  against  the  use  of  the  facility 
as  a visitors’  center  were  equally  valid  with 
respect  to  use  as  a museum,  and  costs 
incident  to  remodeling  the  building  for 
either .. . purpose  and  maintaining  ...  it 
were  unreasonable,”  the  First  Presidency 
explained. 

“It  does  not  fall  into  the  classification  of 
the  Beehive  House,  Liberty  Jail”  or  similar 
buildings  interwoven  in  Latter-day  Saint 
history,  the  statement  went  on.  “While  the 
structure  is  a grand  old  building,  there  was 
no  unusual  church  history  connected  with 
it  to  support  preservation”  as  a church 
historical  site.  The  Tabernacle  has, 
however,  been  designated  a National 
Historic  Site. 

The  First  Presidency  also  discounted  any 


significant  loss  of  architectural  heritage 
with  the  razing  of  the  building  as  its 
blueprints  are  based  in  part  on  those  of  the 
Assembly  Hall  on  Temple  Square. 

“After  the  recent  resolution  of  legal 
matters  before  the  court,  and  after  all 
church  procedures  had  been  satisfactorily 
complied  with,  and  it  was  determined  that 
the  overwhelming  affirmation  of  the 
people  in  the  stake  was  to  proceed  with 
demolition  and  the  erection  of  a new 
facility,  authority  was  given  to  the  Church 
Building  Committee  to  proceed  with  the 
work.” 


Red  China 
seeks  ^status’ 
Hyer  says 

Noted  Asian  authority.  Dr.  Paul  V.  Hyer, 
of  the  BYU  History  dept.,  termed  Red 
China’s  second  successful  launching  of  a 
satellite  yesterday  a “status”  move  more 
than  a world  threat. 

Dr.  Hyer,  who  was  one  of  25  American, 
scholars  invited  to  the  first  Sino-American 
conference  on  Chinese  soil  last  December, 
called  the  Chinese  action  “more  of  a 
deterant  against  attack  ...  because  of  a' 
long-standing  the  real  fear  of  an  American 
attack  in  view  of  the  ring  of  American 
bases  around  China  and  our  operations  in 
Korea  and  Viet  Nam.” 

HOWEVER,  he  added  that  the  lauching 
“also  means  China  is  moving  closer  to  an 
atomic  warfare  ‘delivery  system’,  more 
than  most  Americans  thought  they  were.” 

“In  terms  of  their  productive 
capabilities,  it  still  doesn’t  mean  they  have 
a stockpile  of  nuclear  weapons,”  added  Dr. 
Hyer,  “but  it  shows  us  that  we  continually 
underestimate  what  they  can  do.” 

He  said  he  . expected  Red  China  “to 
remain  a ‘paper  tiger’  for  one  or  two 
decades.” 

“What  many  of  us  feel  is  that  gaining  a 
bomb  and  lauching  a satellite  is  more  status 
than  anything,”  added  Dr.  Hyer.  “This  is 
what  China  really  wants.” 

WILL  THEIR  second  lauching  strenghten 
their  petition  to  join  the  United  Naions?. 

“The  question  is  not  whether  we  put 
them  into  the  United  Nations,”  answered 
Dr.  Hyer,  “but  whether  we  go  to  war  with 
them  or  not.” 

“We  have  to  bring  them  into  some  type 
of  disarmament  talks.  They  will  not  go 
away  like  a bad  dream.  Somehow  I believe 
we  need  to  find  some  imaginative  way  to 
bring  them  into  the  civilized  world,”  he 
continued. 

“These  developments  are  certainly  going 
to  strenghten  China’s  bargaining  power 
internationally,”  he  said.  “I  think  we  will 
see  increased  movement  towards  a 
‘realistic’  arrangement  such  as  a two-China 
approach.” 

DR.  HYER  labeled  the  “real  danger”  as 
‘‘the  possibility  of  war  by  miscalculation.” 

“If  we  are  going  to  avoid  a war  by 
miscalculation,”  he  added,  “we  need  to 
develop  some  way  for  better 
communications.”

Thieu  threatens  attack 


SAIGON  (UPI)  — President  Nguyen 
^Van  Thieu  warned  Wednesday  night 
that  South  Vietnam  would  be  forced  to 
attack  North  Vietnamese  forces  “in 
their  own  territory”  if  Hanoi  did  not 
stop  its  aggression  and  withdraw  its 
troops  in  South  Vietnam.

In  his  strongest  statement  to  date  on 
the  possibility  that  South  Vietnamese 
units  might  cross  into  North  Vietnam, 
Thieu  hinted  that  South  Vietnam’s 
allies,  presumably  including  the  United 
States,  would  assist  in  any  such  thrust. 
U.S.  airpower  has  been  used  to  help 


South  Vietnamese  forces  in  their 
campaigns  in  both  Cambodia  and  Laos. 

It  was  believed  that  Thieu  had 
informed  U.S.  Ambassador  Ellsworth 
Bunker  and  Gen.  Creighton  W.  Abrams, 
commander  of  U.S.  forces  in  Vietnam, 
before  he  issued  his  special  statement 
Wednesday  night.  The  statement  was 
broadcast  throughout  Vietnam, 
underscoring  its  important  points. 

Thieu  was  quoted  by  the  official 
Vietnam  Press  Agency  last  week  as 
saying  that  a South  Vietnamese  drive 
into  North  Vietnam  was  “only  a matter 
of  time.”

Is  the  Capitol  safe?

WASHINGTON  - The  bombing 
of  the  Capitol  building  has  raised 
urgent  questions  about  White 
House  security.  Could  those 
modern  know-nothings,  who 
practice  the  politics  of  the  hurled 
brick  and  the  dynamite  charge, 
plant  a bomb  anywhere  near  the 
President? 

The  reassuring  fact  is  that  the 
White  House,  despite  its  pastoral 
setting,  sits  in  the  center  of  an 
electronic  entanglement  that  has 
never  failed  to  pick  up  intruders. 

Back  in  Lyndon  Johnson’s  day, 
the  Secret  Service  ran  a security 
test  at  Camp  David  and  succeeded 
in  infiltrating  the  presidential 
retreat  in  Maryland’s  Catoctin 
Mountains.  The  Marines  who 
guard  Camp  David  sheepishly 
tightened  up  their  security. 

But  similar  attempts  to 
penetrate  the  White  House 
grounds  have  failed.  Infiltration 
teams  have  never  been  able  to  slip 
past  the  all-seeing  electronic  eyes 
that  the  Secret  Service  began 
installing  around  the  White  House 
20  years  ago.  Occasional 


intruders,  who  have  climbed  over 
the  White  House  fence,  have  been 
picked  up  as  fast  as  they  set  foot 
on  the  lawn. 

About  10  years  ago,  someone 
managed  to  flip  a hand 
grenade— happily,  a dud— over  the 
fence.  It  went  undetected  imtil  a 
member  of  the  grounds  crew  ran 
over  it  with  a lawn  mower.  But 
even  this  harmless,  unpublicized 
incident  probably  couldn’t  be 
repeated  today.  The  grenade 
thrower  almost  certainly  would  be 
spotted. 

The  tourists  who  stream 
through  the  White  House  five  days 
a week  are  hustled  through  the 
historic  rooms  and  are  kept  under 
constant  surveillance. . 

The  Secret  Service  is  more 
worried  about  the  distinguished 
visitors,  newsmen,  aides  and  even 
bodyguards  who  have  personal 
access  to  the  President. 
Distinguished  visitors  can’t  be 
searched  without  offending  them, 
and  the  most  trusted  associates 
can  go  berserk. 

During  the  Eisenhower  era,  the 


mind  of  a White  House 
correspondent  suddenly  snapped 
on  a presidential  trip.  He  was  one 
of  the  trusted  White  House 
regulars,  representing  a great  New 
York  newspaper. 

The  incident,  until  now,  has 
been  hushed  up.  But  the  late  dean 
of  White  House  correspondents, 
Merriman  Smith,  overheard  the 
man  muttering  incoherently  that 
he  intended  to  kill  the  President. 
Smith  lunged  at  the  man  and 
grabbed  him  around  the  neck. 

There  was  a brief  tussle.  The 
New  York  reporter  slammed 
Smith  to  the  floor  and  stomped 
on  his  face.  But  Secret  Service 
agents  quickly  moved  in  and 
hustled  the  berserk  correspondent 
away. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - FBI 
agents  Wednesday  showed  Senate 
employes  the  photographs  of 
three  young  men  in  an  attempt  to 
identify  possible  suspects  in 
Monday’s  bombing  of  the  U.S.

The  recent  previews  and  reviews  of  Robert 
Sherwoods  “Abe  Lincoln  in  Illinois”  underscored  the 
playwright’s  attempt  to  avoid  “elaborate  fictional 
contrivances”  in  presenting  the  story  of  Lincoln’s  rise 
to  power  in  Illinois.  While  this  was  substantially 
correct  when  Sherwood  wrote  the  play— although  he 
made  no  claims  for  the  historical  veracity  with  which 
he  has  been  credited  on  this  campus-the  biographies 
and  other  writings  upon  which  Sherwood  based  his 
interpretation  of  Lincoln  were  themselves  distorted 
and  inaccurate  in  several  areas. 

Consider  three  basic  examples,  namely,  the  Ann 
Rutledge  legend,  Lincoln’s  allegedly  unhappy 
marriage,  and  the  supposed  evolution  of  Lincoln  from 
obscurity  to  greatness. 

The  Ann  Rutledge  romance  remains  a subject  of 
dispute,  but  it  is  significant  that  Lincoln  wooed  a 
Mary  Owens  shortly  after  the  death  of  Ann  in  a 
manner  scarcely  consistent  with  one  who  supposedly 
suffered  a nervous  breakdown  because  of  the 
untimely  demise  of  his  one  true  love.  A number  of 
letters  exchanged  between  Lincoln  and  Miss  Owens 
clearly  indicate  Lincoln’s  interest  in  the  lady.  (See, 
James  G.  Randall,  “Lincoln  the  President,”  II  and 
Olive  Carruthers  & R.  Gerald  Murphy,  “Lincoln’s 
Other  Mary”)  It  is  also  noteworthy  that  only  one 
reference  to  Ann  Rutledge  has  been  located  in 
Lincoln’s  extant  papers  and  is  in  the  form  of  a casual 
reference  to  her  father’s  activities  as  tavern  keeper  in 
New  Salem.  There  are,  however,  sufficient 
reminiscences  to  indicate  that  Lincoln  had  some 
connection  with  Ann  Rutledge  but  the  exact  nature 
thereof  remains  open  to  speculation. 

Benjamin  P.  Thomas  in  his  distinguished  one 
volume  life  of  Lincoln  offers  a balanced  summation 
of  the  implications  of  the  Lincoln-Rutledge 
relationship : 

Thus  came  to  culmination  a legend  for  which 
no  shred  of  contemporary  evidence  has  been 
found.  Nothing  in  Lincoln’s  writings  supports 
it.  In  the  face  of  affirmative  reminiscences, 
Lincoln  students  can  scarcely  declare  with 
certainty  that  no  such  romance  took  place.  But 
most  of  them  regard  it  as  improbable  and  reject 
utterly  its  supposed  enduring  influence  upon 
Lincoln. 

The  figure  of  Mary  Todd  Lincoln  is  equally 
enigmatic.  She  received  what  would  probably  now  be 
termed  an  incredibly  “bad  press’’  by  many 
biographers  beginning  with  Lincoln’s  former  law 
partner  William  Herndon  who  pictured  her  as  a shrew 
who  drove  an  unwilling  Lincoln  to  greatness  by 
nagging  and  threats.  According  to  this  view,  Lincoln 
married  her  out  of  a sense  of  duty,  and  not  love,  and 
Mary  Todd  never  for  one  moment  let  him  forget  it. 
Her  fiery  outbursts  of  temper  drove  Lincoln  to 
practice  circuit  law  at  least  six  months  of  each  year.

Thus,  as  one.  popular  biographer  expressed  it, 
“Lincoln’s  tragedy  was  his  marriage,  not  his 
assasination.”  i 

Sherwood  did  not  completely  accept  this  portrayal, 
but  there  are  overtones  of  it  in  the  play  sufficient  to 
convince  the  viewer  that  Lincoln’s  wife  must  have 
indeed  been  a virago. 

There  is  a body  of  evidence  to  indicate  that,  while 
Mary  Todd  Lincoln  had  a number  of  obvious  faults, 
she  was  a charming  and  witty  hostess,  an  efficient 
homemaker,  and  a successful  mother.  That  she  and 
Lincoln  were  in  love  is  illustrated  by,  among  other 
examples,  the  letters  they  exchanged  when  he  was  a 
Congressman.  (See,  Ruth  Painter  Randall,  “Mary 
Lincoln:  Judgment  Appealed,”  Abraham  Lincoln 
Quarterly  [September,  1949]  and  her  biography  of 


Mrs.  Lincoln.)  Like  most  married  couples,  tl 
Lincolns  had  their  moments  of  disagreement,  and  W 
unfortunate  indeed  that  these  have  become  the  obj<L_ 
of  so  much  scrutiny,  but  marital  frictions  comptjf' 
only  a portion  of  the  story. 

The  evolutionary  thesis  propounded  by  Sherwo 
and  his  sources  of  information  to  explain  Lincol: 
career  is,  perhaps,  the  most  unfortunate  of  the  lot  I 
has  become  a stereotype  to  characterize  Lincoln  a '• ' 
poor  clod,  a likeable  but  basically  ineffectual  o 
who  gradually  developed  into  a statesman  under 
prodding  of  Herndon,  his  wife  and  other  intere: 
friends.  i 

As  is  the  case  with  most  stereotypes,  there  is  sajjl, 
truth  in  this  one  but  it  is  only  partially  correct.  Fn 
his  New  Salem  days  until  Ms  election  as  Preside 
Lincoln  was  a prpminent  figure  in  Illinois  politics, 
retired  from  the  political  scene  from  1849  to  1854 
a result  of  Ms  opposition  to  the  Mexican  War,  1 
when  he  made  the  decision  to  re-enter  politics 
1854,  prompted  by  his  dissatisfaction  with  the  rej 
of  the  Missouri  Compromise,  his  former  succe! 
enabled  Mm  to  quickly  attain  the  prominence 
enjoyed  in  1849. 

By  the  end  of  1854,  Lincoln  was  an  acknowled 
leader  of  the  WMg  party  eagerly  sou^t  after  by 
nascent  Republican  organization.  In  addition,  he 
a highly  successful  lawyer  in  a state  which  had  i,,.;

It  is  curious  that  the  inaccuracies  in  Hernd* 
account  of  Lincoln  are  so  often  accepted  while 
areas  in  wMch  he  had  insight,  substantiated  by  o^ 
sources,  are  often  neglected.  This  is  another  wa; 
saying  that  no  man  can  be  nagged  into  great; 
Ample  evidence  exists  to  conclusively  demonstl 
that  Lincoln  loved  politics  and  was  very  adepj 
playing  the  political  game. 

With  regard  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  produc  ibe

Gymnastic  rules 
undergo  changes 

The  1972  Olympic  Games 
compulsories  for  high  bar,  parallel 
bars,  rings  and  long  horse  will  be 
used  for  the  1971  National 
Collegiate  and  National  College 
Division  Gymnastics 
Championships. 

Further,  last  summer’s  World 
Games’  compulsories  will  be  used 
for  the  side  horse  and  floor 
exercise. 

The  University  Division  meet 
will  be  held  April  1-3  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  while  the 
University  of  Illinois  at  Chicago 
Circle  will  host  the  College 
Division  meet  March  25-27. 

For  the  NCAA  University 
Division  Gymnastics 
Championships,  compulsories  will 
count  for  team  points.  The  team 
scores  for  the  compulsories  and 
optionals  will  be  averaged  and 
added  to  the  team  scores  in  the 
finals  in  order  to  determine  the 
team  champion.  The  original  five 
men  representing  a team  in  the 
compulsories  must  remain  the 
same  for  the  optionals  and  team 
finals.  However,  the  competitive 
order  of  these  five  men  may  be 
changed  for  each  session.  The  top 
three  men  in  each  session  will 
count  for  team  points. 

To  participate  in  the  College 
Division  Championships,  a team 
must  have  scored  a minimum  of 
135  points  in  at  least  one  meet 
during  the  year.  Individuals  not 
entered  with  a team  must  have 
scored  the  minimum  of  an  8.0 
performance  in  at  least  one  meet 
during  the  year.

{UP I)  — Political  sources  in 
Cairo  said  today  Egypt  had  placed 
its  troops  along  the  Suez  Canal  on 
a full  alert  in  anticipation  of 
Egypt’s  being  forced  to  reject  an 
extension  of  the  Middle  East 
cease-fire  that  ends  Sunday.  They 
said  Israel  was  on  a similar  alert. 


Egypt  took  the  same  precaution 
a month  ago  when  a cease-fire 
then  in  effect  was  to  expire  on 
Feb.  7.  President  Anwar  Sadat 
agreed  under  pressure  of  the 
Soviet  Union  to  a 30-day 
extension  so  U.N.  mediator 
Gunnar  V.  Jarring  could  continue 
his  peace-making  efforts. 

Political  sources  in  Cairo  said 
the  troop  alert  move  was  made  as 
a precaution  against  the  Israelis 
using  the  deadline  as  an  excuse  to 
provoke  a new  war. 

The  sources  said  Egypt  had  no 
choice  but  to  reject  a formal 
extension  because  of  Israel’s 
“intransigent  response”  to  Jarring. 
But  they  said  Egypt  would  not 
open  fire  unless  forced  to  by 
Israeli  provocations. 

Sources  said  Egypt  would  be 
willing  to  maintain  a cease-fire 
until  its  government  feels  all 
diplomatic  efforts  have  been 
exhausted.  But  one  source  said, 
“It  is  perfectly  clear  from  our 
reply  to  Jarring  that  we  want 
peace  and  it  is  the  Israelis  who  are 
trying  to  provoke  war.”

“I  won’t  speculate  on  what 
South  Vietnam  may  decide  to  do 
with  regard  to  a possible  incursion 
into  North  Vietnam  in  order  to 
defend  their  national  security,” 
Nixon  said  at  that  time.  Nixon 
also  said  there  were  no  limitations 
on  use  of  U.S;  air  power  in 
Indochina,  except  that  nuclear 
weapons  would  not  be  used. 


Railroad  talks  deadlocked. 
Federal  intervention  likely 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - 
Contract  talks  between  the 
nation’s  railroads  and  the  United 
Transportation  Union  were  on  the 
verge  of  deadlock  Wednesday, 
with  the  government  ready  to 
offer  its  own  settlement  proposals 
if  the  negotiations  collapse. 

“It  does  not  look  good,”  said 
Assistant  Labor  Secretary  W.  J. 
Usery  Jr.,  the  government’s  top 
mediator  in  the  17-month- 
contracting dispute  involving 
150,000  train  crewmen  who  are 
free  to  strike  nationwide  at  any 
time. 

The  UTU  has  not  set  a strike 
deadline,  but  has  legally  been  free 
to  strike  since  a congressional 
moratorium  on  walkouts  expired 
at  midnight  Sunday. 

The  union  and  the  railroads 
have  been  unable  to  agree  on 
work  rule  changes  the  carriers  say 
are  necessary  to  make  operations 
more  efficient  and  less  costly. 

Chief  railroad  negotiator  John 


P.  Hiltz  said  there  had  been 
virtually  no  progress  in  the  talks 
since  the  middle  of  last  week.  He 
said  so  far  tentative  agreement  has 
been  reached  on  one  of  five 
proposed  rule  changes,  and  partial 
agreement  on  one  other. 

Usery  said  that  if  the  talks 
deadlock.  Labor  Secretary  James 
D.  Hodgson  would  meet  with  the 
two  sides  and  offer  some 
proposals  for  settling  the  dispute. 

The  assistant  secretary  would 
not  disclose  what  proposals 
Hodgson  would  make,  but  it  was 
understood  they  would  be 
suggested  approaches  for  reaching 
agreement  rather  than  actual 
contract  terms. 

One  possibility  would  be  to 
submit  unresolved  issues  to 
arbitration,  or  to  a standing 
industry  labor  management 
committee  proposed  by  a White 
House  panel  last  year  for  long 
range  settlement  of  labor  disputes 
in  the  industry.
